$78,000 FOR KENTUCKY 

Annual Appropriation For State 
Militia. 

Washington, Aug. 28.-- F6or 
million dollars, appropriated by 
Congress for the militia, has 
been allotted among the several 
States and Territories by Lieut. 
Col. E. M Weaver, of the gener- 
al stalF, corps, or the army, who 
is chief of the division ot militia. 

The enlisted strength of the 
militia as shown by tables pre- 
pared by Col. Weaver, is 109,801 
and the allotment under various 
heads iuclude $1,472,150 for arms 
and camp purposes; $490,060 for 
promotion of rifle practice ; $628,- 
501 foi ammunition, and $970,- 
656 for supplies. 

The allotment for the States 
and Territories in round num- 
bers include the following: Ill- 
inois, $194,000 ; Indiana, $91,000; 
Kentucky, $78,000; Mississippi, 
$58,000; Missouri, $llo,000: New 
York, $340,000; Ohio, $170,000; 
Tennessee, $66,000; West Vir- 
ginia, $4^,000.

Nashvilje, Tenn.. Aug. 30.— 
The Burlington system is going 
to establish an air line through 
Namville, connecting the grain 
fields of the Northwest with the 
Atlantic coast, and affording 
Nashville shippers 38,000 more 
miles of railway and two big 
trunk line. 

In this the Tennessee Central 
will play a conspicuous part, a« 
it will be the connecting link be- 
tween the Chicago, Burlington 
aud Quincy at Fadncah and the 
Seaboard Air Line at Rnther- 
fordton. N. O. and it means that 
the Burlington Sysfeu will ac- 
quire tljf Tennessee Central or 
that it will be operated aa the 
connecting link between the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy 
(the Burlington system) and the 
Seaboard Air Line. 

This also means that the big 
railroad men have their eves on 
the Southeast, and iuteud to de- 
velop its resources by giviug au 
air line from St. Louis, Chicago 
aud the Northwest through Nash- 
ville, Kooxville, couuecting with 
the Knosville, Sevierville and 
Eastern, aud thence to Ruther- 
fordtou and the Seaboard Air 
Line direct to Wilmington. 

To effect this the Tennessee 
Central will build from Hop- 
Riusville to Paducah, a distance 
of seve'nty miles, where the road 
will connect with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy (the 
Burlington system) at Metropo- 
lis, III. k which is just across the 
river from I'aducah. 

This will -ive the Chicago, 
Burlington and Cuincy a direct 
line from St Lou's, Chicago 
and the Northwest into Nash- 
ville via the Tennessee Central 
from Paducah. The Tennessee 
Central rtill afford an outlet to 
coast through Harriman, thence 
over a new line to Kuoxville, a 
distant of eighty-five miles, and 
from Kuoxville to Sevierville 
over the Kuoxville, Sevierville 
and Eastern to Sevierville, thir- 
ty miles, where it will connect 
with the Seaboard Air Line at 
Rutherfordton aud thence to 
coast through Nashville.

The Shamrock miue one of the 
St. Bernard .croup which has been 
closed down for some time in 
order to make some needed re- 
pair and enlarge the capacity 
will open up some time soon. 

Harlan county, Ky., is one of 
th<>! richest sections in the South 
in coal deposits, but no railroad 
has yet been extended into that 
section because of geographical 
conditions.

Company at Hillside, Ky., have 
been purchased by John B. 
Brasher, of Madisonville, and he 
will begin to operate them at 
once. These mines are conceded 
to be among the best equipped 
in Western Kentucky, and are 
situated ou tbe trunk line of 
the I- C. Kailroad near Greeu- 
ville. The exact price paid by 
Mr. Brasher for this property 
could not be learned, but it ii 
known to be not less than $100, - 
O00.-Fuel. 

The Witteville coal mines, 
near Poteau, Okla., and the 
Poteau A Western Railroad, ex- 
tending from Poteau to the 
mines, were sold to G. G. Green, 
of Kansas City, and F. W. 
Campbell, receiver for the prop- 
erty, to H. C. Thomas, of Win- 
chester, Ky., and J. M. Thomp- 
son, of Drakesboro, Ky., owners 
of coal mines in Kentucky and 
Wast Virginia. Two huudred 
thousand dollars was paid for the 
Witteville mines. Three hun- 
dred men will be employed im- 
mediately. 

Former Congressmen F. A.

this untried work is the nmhition of the VBQM man, lite nov- 
ice lias reason to anticipate this mental reaction. In this way 
often the first few weeks of the voting man's apprenticeship 
may he the most trying. and yet the most influential period of 
his life. 

"Yes. I mnde a mistake in not slicking there when I 
had a chance." is the typical expression of n>gret that tnniiv 
a man has had to make when, later in life, he has been able to look buck 
upon an opportunity which he has let slip him because of its undervalu- 
ation. 

When it is considered that thousands of young men. too. take up 
their life work with no great attraction to it, this problem of preparation 
for the- discouragements of the undertaking becomes especially momen- 
tous. In the life of most young men prior to entry into business most 
of their actions have been prompted wholly by the sense of enjoyment and 
pleasure to l»e found in them. They have cultivated intolerance for the 
disagreeable facts of life. In the cose of such a voting man. drawu to an 
especial work through rosy anticipations of ita duties, the chance for a 
smashing of his idealism is serious. 

Work in the abstract ia a serious thing. It requires the serious atten- 
tion and best efforts of the worker. Expenditure of these forces entails 
the physical and mental weariness which so easily leaves the worker open 
to the intrusion of depression. The condition is absolutely normal, yet 
often it invites the abnormal nursing of such a feeling until the victim 
has lost all sense of proportion with reference to himself. 
What is the trouble with this dissatisfied young man? 
Somewhere between this dissatisfied young man and his employer 
something is wrong. To determine just what that trouble is and to cor- 
rect it as soon as possible is essential. If the young man is at fault he 
cannot discover the truth too soon. If the employer is at fault, the change 
cannot be made too speedily. 

The serious trouble with the young and inexperienced man, how- 
ever, is that nursing his intolerances he may have an exaggerated view 
of his own hard position which his lack of experience elsewhere cannot 
serve to restore to an equilibrium. 

Disaffection in the young employe is not wholly undesirable. Prob- 
ably one of the blackest marks that might be set against the young worket 
could come of an absolute sense of satisfaction in his present work. To 
be supremely content in his present work, nursing no ambition even iu 
secret to better his work in the world, must be indicative of decay. Hen' 
and there the necessities of business may make such a man desirable, but 
more often it ia something upon which the organizer 
frowns. ' 

Manifestly, somewhere between disaffection and 
the calm of absolute content, the young man must 
find the golden mean. He cannot escape the obligation 
whiA rests upon him to decide. "Looking for a job" 
too long has been exaggerated out of proportion t 
its importance; to reconcile one's self to a life »ork 
ia of infinitely more importance. Fit into H—or get 
out. Yeu can't eacape the

Bodies of Dead Beyond Recognition —

Key West, Fla.. Aug. 28. — As a re- 
sult of the explosion of seven hundred 
pounds of dynamite at Bocaehlca, 
twelve mllea from Key West, on the 
Florida East Coast railway, twelve 
men are dead and five others seriously 
wounded. 

Nine of the workmen met Instant 
death and three died while being 
brought to the hospital here. The men 
were hurled high into the air and the 
bodlea of the dead were almost beyond 
recognition, arms and legs being torn 
from the bodies of aome while the 
facea of others were mere masse* af 
flesh. 

When the explosion occurred, the 
workmen were standing In water faur 
feet deep aad directly beneath them 
was the seven hundred pounds of 
dynamite ready for the blast whea the 



According to one of the wounded, a 
workman — one of the nine to meet in- 
stant death— threw a lighted cigarette 
te oae aide, not noticing that it fell 
into the box containing the fuses 
which were cenaected with the heavy 
charges of explosives beneath them. 
A few seconds and the men, water, 
mud and dirt were thrown seventy to 
ninety feet la the air.

BRITISH ASSOCIATION NOW IN 
SESSION AT WINNIPEG. 



About 1,500 Savants Hear the 
Addresa of Sir Joseph J. 
son, the President. 



Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 26. — About 
1,500 savants assembled here to-day 
at the opening session of the annual 
meeting of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, univer- 
sally recognized as the greatest body 
of scientists In the wohld.

Among the ether noted men 
present at the meting are Francis 
Darwin of Cambridge, son of Charles 
Darwin, and Prof. E. Rutherford, who 
became famous for his researches con- 
cerning radium. Many interesting 
papers will be read to the association, 
among them being one on 'The Chem- 
istry of Frame," by Prof. H. B. Dixon 
•f Manchester, and oae on Our Food 
from the Waters," by Pep*- M A. 
Herdman of Liverpool. Wednesday 
of next week the meting will close 
with aa address by Prof. J. H. I'c-ynt- 
Ing ef Birmingham oa "The Pressure 
of Light."

SMALL FOOD SUPPLY ARRIVES 



Water Recede* and Appalling Condi 
tlona Are Revealed — Victim* Are 
Being Recovered From Bank* 
Along the Stream. 



Monterey, Mex.. Aug. 31. — With 
night hundred bodies recovered and 
burled in Monterey up to nightfall, 
two thousand la now the estimate of 
the city authorities, of those who lost 
their lives throughout the valley of 
Sasta Catarina river. 

The number of homeless, many des- 
titute, la placed at between fifteen and 
twenty thousand. 

The Santa Catarina river at Monte- 
rey has subsided sufficiently to per- 
mit a passage Into the district lying 
to the south, and a vlalt to that sec- 
tion by a correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Preaa revealed an appalling 
condition. 

People who had been saved from 
the flood of Saturday morning had 
been without food until Monday, when 
on some cables, a small amount of 
bread and beans was gotten across. 
Five Block* Swept Away. 
The river was still running swiftly, 
and In order to get across It waa 
necessary to wade through half a mile 
of water, so as to avoid the current 
Battel was still strong enough to 
sweep a man from his feet 

Once on the 'south side of the river, 
evidence of the terrible destruction 
wrought by fhe flood were to be seen 
on every side. Five blocks of the dis- 
trict were as though they had never 
existed, and in the remaining portion 
of the district bodies were being 
taken from the ruins and buried by a 
party of gen d'armes sent across for 
the purpose. 

At 4 o'clock 400 bodies had ben re- 
covered and were burled on the hill- 
side south of San Luisito. Thus, with 
number buried yesterday, 
in all 800 bodies which have 
been recovered in Monterey alone. 
No Americans Are Missing. 
Thus far no Americana have been 
reported lost, and It Is not expected 
that any of them are missing, as few 
ferelgn families resided In the dls- 
tvict. 

'Reports from the country up and 
down the valley are meagre and hard 
tb obtain, as all telegraph communi- 
cation has been cut off in these di- 



rections; bnt from what ha* been 
learned the number of dead has been 
placed at two thousand, and the home, 
less at betwen fifteen and twenlv 
JtMUftanpaVeople. These people are In 
!4est Utile circumstances and relief is 
badly needed. 

Reports from down the river stale 
that many bodies have been recov- 
ered, but there are many that will be 
unaccounted for as the Santa Catarina 
bed Is filled with quicksand*, and 
many of those lost have beyond doubt 
disappeared in these aands. 

Liberal Contribution* Received. 

The authorities are doing all In their 
power and the Federal government 
has aent fifty thotisand dollars In 
money and provisions for the relief 
of the sufferers. Contributions have 
been received from San Antonio and 
New Yorh City firms which have 
agencies In this city have authorlxed 
their representatives to contribute 
liberally to any fund being raised for 
relief. 

Many houses have fallen from the 
effects of the continued rains which 
have occurred during the seventy-two 
hours ending at noon Sunday. Dur- 
ing this time 21 7-8 Inches of rain fell 
In Monterey and up the Santa Cata- 
rina region. 

Among the buildings destroyed was 
the San Francisco church, which was 
the oldest building In tbe city, having 
been built In 1652.
